sis ~~ Washington, 4th Septomber.—- 
An interesting - report showing: the work on 
the British trans-Pacifle cable has been recajved 
at the State Department from Conanlar t 
Robingon.et Norfolk Island, under date of 20th 
June. The report states that on the passage 
across to Norfolk Island from Brisbsne, Austra- 
lia, soundings were taken every ten miles by the 
British cable atesmer Brifannia, which is being 
used to mark out a track for the cable. About 
a hundred milea from the coast an obstruction 
was met with in tho shape of a range ofsubmarine 
mountains lying direotly ‘in the track, and 
‘a deviation fo the south had tobe made in order 
to clearit, ‘The greatest depth obtained was 
2,800 fathoms, andthe most sl: low 237 fathoms, 
the latter being the depth recorded when the 
ship was right above the topa of thé mountains. 
Tt has been docided to land the cable at Anson 
Bay, on the west sido of Norfolk Island.-. Anson 
Bay is six miles from Kingston settlement, and 
4 cable house is to be built close into the shore. 
Norfolk Ialand will be ono of the most important 
atations of this cable roulo, as all moseages to

_ RAJA BROOKE’S WORKIN 
SARAWAK. 


Reuter’s Agency has received from Sarawak. 
the following details of an important expedi- 
tion against head hunters, lately undertaken by 
Bejah Brooke’ ond his officers, and also some 
particulars of ‘the preseat condition of affairs in 
the Rojah’s dominions, which, although within 
easy distance of Singapors end Lxbusa, are bat 
rarely yisited hy’ strangors, and are not ‘in 
telegraphic touch with the outside world 

“At tho prosent moment the Ranee, whe is a 
wellknown figore in London society, is in this 
country, as well as-hor eldest son, Mr. Charles 
‘Y. Brooke, tho Rajah Mudah,. or heir to the 
throne, ‘The lattor—a tpyical young English- 
man under thirty years of 8; e—after graduating 
at Cambridge four years ago, joined his father, 
the .Rajah,.at-the Palaco at Kuching, the 
capital, and is now on a visit. to England on, 
the completion of the above-named. ition, 
in which he took a prominent part. The jab | 
‘jg also en route to England for the hunting 
season. According to the latest advices, the 
condition of affairs in Sarawsk is eminently 
satisfactory, and that portion of the intorior 
trade which had ‘been stopped by the head-hun- 
ting Meerut tribe had been res + 

“Under Rajah Brooke, who is absolute ruler 
of Sarawak, are thirty Englishmen, most: of 
whom'are fromthe West country. All of these, 
with two exceptions, are’ civilians, ond it is 
noteworthy that both the Rajab’s land and sea 
forces aro maintained and ‘controlled by them. 
Groat strides have recently been made in the 
developmont of the country, and not:the least 
important move of ‘late years hea been- the 
expedition already “yeferred’ to, in: which tho 
Rajali'a army penetrated: into the very heart: 
of Borneo, and. 80 bronght. about the pubjuga- 
tion of:.the moat poworfol: snd hostile. tril ja 
his dominions. 


Harge number of carriers. Mr. Cooka, Resident 


at Trusan, and other English officials, accom- , 


panied the expedition. ‘Lhe Rajah personally 
witnessed the departure of ‘the force, which, 
after proceeding iY steamer along tho const, 
disembarked at Brooketoo,-&t' the oxtreme 
north of Sarawak, whence they went inlighters 
up the Trusan river to the bee fort. There 
we commenced our overland journey, strugglin 
as best we could through swamps, jungle, and 
through bigh mountain passes in the direction 
of Okong’s mountain head-quarters, distant 
about twelve days’ march. As it was known 
that the Mecrnts might,-haye taken steps to 
raise the tribes en route, some anxiety was futt; 
expecially in view of the fact that any bad 
omen might have caused the greater portion 
if not of the troops to refuse to proceed, 
However, despite great’ difficulties caused by 
swollen rivers and deep marshes, the expedition 
roceedod, passing on the way 9 number of 
Tesertod villages, from which white flags were 
displayed, ‘and in the houses of which quantities 
of dried human heads were found. As the 
force approached an altitnde of threo thousand 
feet, the hot daya were succeeded by bittorly 
cold nights, aud the fact that the: men wore 


often waist-deep in water rendered the condi- 


tions specially arduous. Runners continually 
came in to ssy that the enemy were preparing, 
an attack upon the Rajah’s troops, but the 
former never appeared ia any strong’ force. 

“ After nine days heavy marching, the village 
of Okong’s son was espied in ® distant hollow. 
The bugle was then sounded,” and the regular 
force advanced at the double, 
shouting wildly, rushod down upon the village.
